However, the prices paid yesterday 


were quite satisfactory, and probably 
considerably more wool will be sold 
during the next" few days 
There are 


now more than a million pounds of 
wool in the warehouse in addition to 
about a quartei of a million pounds 
that have been sold, and there is a 
shipment of 150 bags now on the way 
to the warehouse from Oregon 


The Flanigan people easily control 


the wool market for this entire sec- 
tion of the country and are In a po- 
sition to practically dictate prices, or 
at least demand a good price for the 
wool that is placed in their hands for 
sale 


The company will probably hold a 


public sale in about thirty days, when 
the buyers, piofltfng

Miners' Union Votes to Continue the 


Contract System—Wages 
Will 
be 
/ 


Five Dollars a Day. 


The contest over the resolution that 


was introduced in the Miners' Union 
at Tonopah relating to men working 
for'feontractors at five dollars per dayt 
was settled yesterday by a small vote 
in favor of the contract system. 


A number of eastern companies hav- 


ing claims at that place have been 
having their development work done 
by contract, hiring only the very best 
men obtainable, 
preferably 
married 


men with families, and paying them 
five dollars per day for their labor. 
Good men only were employed irres- 
pective of the uilon, though no dis- 
crimination was made against union 
men 
This was not agreeable1 to a 


faction of the union miners and an 
agitation was started to do away with 
the contract system and employ only 
union men at a uniform wage of four 
dollars per day. 
' 


This did not suit the 
companies 


having the work done, and they noti- 
fied the miners that if there was any 
trouble the works would be closed 
down. This aroused the business men 
of the place as well as the more con- 
servative element among the miners 
themselves, and when a resolution was 
introduced in the union looking to the 
dofng away with the contract system, 
a very active 
interest 
was at once 


manifested in the matter by all con- 
cerned. The matter came up for de- 
cision yesterday with 
the result as 


above1 stated.

wented" the law, as the elder Weller would say if he were 
speaking of the Morganlc caper. A great head has Mor- 
gan1 Having got his art treasures in free he will most 
probably bltteily oppose the reduction of duties on steel 
products. Here is the dispatch: 


"Under the designation 'household effects' J. P. Morgan 


will be able to bring into this country most of his art 
treasures that are now scattered through the museums of 
Europe or are in hia London house. 


"Mr. Morgan has ordered his agents to gather together 


all his paintings, bric-a-brac and antiques, and it is be- 
lieved Americans will have an opportunity of seeing one 
of the finest private collections in the world. 


"These objects of art are appraised at not less than 


$2,000,000, and had Mr. Morgan imported them a year ago 
he would have been obliged to pay almost $300,000 as duty. 


"Many of the paintings and smaller antiques have been 


in Mr. Morgan's Park Lane house for more than a year 
and therefore come under the head of 'household effects' 
which are not dutiable. 


"It is said that Mr. Morgan's lease of a fine home in 


Park Lane was made more with a view to obtaining a 
legal residence for his art treasures than to have a dwell- 
ing house in London's famous avenue."
